LONDON, Feb. 18.—British troops yesterday captured German po 
sitions on a front of about one and a half miles, penetrating the Ger 
man defenses to a distance of about 1,000 yards, and coming within a 
few hundred yards of Petit Miraumont, which lies to the northeast of 
Grandecourt, on the Anere front, in France, according to the official 
report from headquarters tonight. The text reads: 

“Suecessful operations on both hanks of the Anere were under- 
taken by our troops this morning, Very considerable further progress 
was made south of the river. ie enemy ’s positions opposite the vil 
lages of Miranmont and Petit Miramount were atacked and captured, 

“North of the Anere an important enemy position on the upper 
slopes of a spur north of Baillescourt Farm was carried on a front of 
about 1,000 yards. Tostile counter attacks were snecessfully driven 
off. In addition to heavy losses inflicted on the enemy, 268 prisoners, 
including five officers, have passed throagh the collecting stations. 

‘We carried out two raids this morning, south of Neuve Chap- 
pelle and northeast of Ploegsteert, where our trops reoached the ene 
my’s second line. Large numbers of Germans were killed and many 
dugouts and machin enns were destroyed. We captured a few pris 
Hostile raiding parties west of Lens and east of 
Givenchy were repulsed with loss. We blew up two mines last night 
with good results west of La Bassee. In the course of the air fighting 
yesterday one German aeroplane was brought down in ovr lines and 
driven down dami ; one of ours is missing.”
